THE SENATE. 


Washington, Peb. 12.—The chap* 


lain of the house, in his invocation 
today, referred to the fact that this 
was the anniversary of the birthday 
of 
Lincoln, the emancipator, and 


prayed that hln life might be an ex- 
ample and inspiration to those now 
living. 


As soon as the journal was read and 


approved the struggle over the ques- 
tion of expunging from the record the 
anonymous letter 
reflecting upon 


Perry S. Heath, which was read at the 
instigation of Mr. Sulzer, of New 
York, during the exciting1 session cf 
yesterday, was resumed* 


The letter appeared in the Record 


this morning. Mr. Knox, of Massa- 
chusetts, called up the alleged in- 
fringement of the privileges of the 
house. He claimed that the matter 
was before the house in two ways: 


First, as unfinished business; sec- 


ond, as a matter appearing in the 
Record over which the house had no 
control. 


Mr. Knox said he admitted that a 


member might upon his own re- 
sponsibility charge any sort of of- 
fense against a man not a member of 
the house and not be liable to be 
called to account, yet he contended 
that when a member introduced a 
paper the house obtained jurisdic- 
tion. 


He asked the house to adopt a res- 


olution which he sent to the clerk's 
desk. 


The resolution recited the occur- 


rence of yesterday and directed that 
the document be stricken from the 
Record. 


HOW BAILEY STOOD. 


Mr. Bailey, of Texas, asked Mr.. 


Knox to withdraw the preamble of 
the resolution. 


"I, myself," said he, "intend to 


vote to strike this anonymous com- 
munication from the Record," (Re- 
publican applause.) 


Mr. Knox consented to strike out 


the preamble and was about to de- 
mand the previous question, but at 
the request of Mr. Sulzer, yielded five 
minutes to the New York member. 


Mr. Sulzer said he was at a loss to 


understand the anxiety to protect the 
character of Perry S. Heath, who was 
not a member of the house, while his 
party associates were exulting de- 
lightedly in the attack upon his per- 
sonal character and reputation. 


SULZER IMPASSIONED. 


"I stand here," he continued, "and 


say that no man in this house can 
charge me with any offense whatever 
or with any misconduct. My life is 
an open book and when the gentle- 
man from Pennsylvania yesterday 
attacked me I felt justified in smok- 
ing out the culprit who was responsi- 
ble for the charges. 
And I did 


smoke him out," Mr. Sulzer shouted, 
with arm upraised* 


"I had the courage to stand here 


yesterday and say that I was re* 
sponsible for every word ill that let- 
ter. 
If Mr. Heath thinks there is 


anything libelous or scandalous in 
that letter I will not plead my con- 
stitutional privilege. 
I will plead 


the truth of the statements. 
This 


morning a gentleman, a former menv 
ber of the house, said to me: 


" 'The man who wrote that letter 


knew Heath like a book; every word 
in it is true.' 


WANTS HEATH TO ANSWER. 
"I have no objection to striking the 


letter from the Record, but I serv* 
notice that I am going to say every- 
thing in that letter and I want Perry 
S. Heath to answer. 
If he does he 


will be fit for the penitentiary* 
want him to understand that I am 
responsible in damages for what I 
say. The house has no compunctions 
of conscience when he attacks me, but 
when I attack him he squeals like a 
pig under a gate. I got that letter 
in the Record. That was what I was 
after. I am now content to have it 
stricken out." 


Mr, Xnox's motion to expunge tho 


letter from the permanent Record 
was then adopted without division. 


Mr. Tawney, of Minnesota, chair 


man of the special committee on th 
St Louis exposition, then tried to get 
up th» exposition bill, but Mr. Can 
non, chairman of the appropriation 


committee, declined to allow it to 
come up until the pending appropria- 
tion bills were out of the way and ac- 
cordingly the house went into a com- 
mittee of the whole and took up the 
consideration of the army appropria- 
tion bill. 


It was arranged that the general 


debate should run for three hours. 


Mr. Hull, chairman of the military 


affairs committee, made a brief ex- 
planation. 
The bill carries $117,- 


994,649, $12,355,133 less than the 
estimates. 


IfN THE SENATE. 


At the beginning of today's ses- 


sion of the senate a joint resolution 
authorizing the removal of certain 
letters from the files of the depart- 
ment of the interior and their dona- 
tion to the state of Iowa was passed. 


A bill also was passed appointing a 


commission, consisting of the presi- 
dent of the Society of the Army of 
Tennessee, the chairman of the joint 
committee on library and the secre- 
tary of war to select a site in the city 


Washington and have designs pre- 


pared for a memorial or statue of 
Gen. 
U. S. Grant, the cost of which 


shall not exceed $250,000. 


Other bills were passed a® follows: 
To esttahlasfo. a fish hatching and 


fish station in Utah, to cost $25,000; 
authorizing the Indiana, Illinois and 
Iowa Railroad company to construe* 
and maintain a bridge aicross the St. 
ro$eph river at St. Joseph, Mich. 
The agricultural appropriation bill 


was called up by Mr. Proctor, chair- 
man of the •committee on agriculture, 
It carries $4,503,920, the increase 
proposed by Hhe senate committee be- 
ng $158,820. 
The readling <of the bill in full was 


demanded by Mr. Sullivan, of 3Was- 
sisslppi, Mr. Proctor having objected 
previously to the consideration of a 
bill Mr. Sullivan i^ad called up. 


AGREE ON SPANISH CLAIMS. 


Washington, Feb. 12.—The con- 


'erees of the senate and house today 
'eached an agreement upon the bill 
providing a means for settling the 
laims of citizens of the United States 
against Spain as provided for by the 
Paris treaty of peace. 


The house conferees recede from 


;heir amendment requiring the court 
of claims to pass upon such claims 
and accept the senate provision for a 
commission. 


The membership of the commission 
s, however, increased from three to 
five. A provision was inserted mak- 
ng the decisions of the commission 
final, but giving it authority to grant 


rehearing under certain circum- 


stances and also to ask the opinion 
if the United States supreme court on 
points of law. The commissioners are 
to be appointed by the president and 
confirmed by the senate and the bill 
requires that they shall be "learned 
ji the law." 


The headquarters of the commission 


will be in Washington, but it is em- 
powered to send a commissioner 
abroad to take testimony.

HOLDS FRANCHISES TAXABLE. 


Lansing, Mich., Feb. 12,—The 


Michigan supreme court today hand- 
ed down an opinion affirming the 
udgment of the Wayne county cir- 
cuit bench, that franchises received 
'rom the city are taxable. The decis* 
on was in the case of what is now 
he Detroit United Railway company, 
the corporate name of the consoli- 
dated street railway systems of the 
city, against the city assessors of De- 
troit. 
Last year the assessors in- 


creased the assessment of the rail- 
way company from $2,600,000 to $8,- 
142,100, on the assumption that its 
ranchises were taxable. The circuit 
court confirmed the assessors' action 
and the case was then carried to the 
supreme court. 


Sensational Confession at Ossian Con- 


cerning Recent Burning of 


a Mill at Echo. 


Late in December The Sentinel 


printed an account of the burning of 
a tile mill at Echo. It was from t] e 
first strongly suspected to have bsen 
;he work of incendiaries, and in this 
:onnection the BlufPton Banner say<3: 
"A telephone message to the Ban- 


ner from Ossian this afternoon states 
hat that town is greatly excited over 
he confession of a young man named 
!arl Graft to the effect that his 
brother, Christian, set fire to the saw 
and tile mill owned by two of their 
Brothers and a man tmmed Kreigh, at 
Echo, December 28th. 


"It will be remembered that on the 


night of the 28th of December the 
saw and tile mill of Graft Bros. & 
Kreigh, at Echo, was completely de- 
stroyed by fire and that at the time 
t was suspected that the building 
had been set on fire. Friday night of 
ast week, so the report from Ossian 
goes, Carl Graft got intoxicated and 
made a confession that he and his 
brother, Christian Graft, were at 
Williamsport on the night of the fire 
and that when they drove home fiey 
[topped at the mill and that Christian 
got out of the rig, went to the build- 
ing and set fire to it. 
He then 


wanted his brother to accompany him 
to the little store owned by Robert 
Archibold, a half a mile west of the 
mill, and set fire to that, but this the 
rounger Graft refused to do. 


"Christian Graft, who is accused of 


;he arson, lives just opposite the mill 
which was burned and reports have 
jeen current concerning him ever 
since the fire. On the night when the 
confession was supposed to have been 
made Carl is said to have gone to the 
home of his brother, Christian, and 
demanded to borrow some articles, 
but was refused the loan. This an- 
gered him and he openly accused his 
>rother of setting fire to the build- 
ing. 


"The motive for Christian Graft's 


act is supposed to have been a desire 
for revenge fof an imagined wrong 
he suffered in the division of his 
father's property, he getting twenty- 
three acres and his other brothers 
thirty-three, the difference in the di- 
vision being that the other two broth- 
ers got the land on which the mill is 
situated. It is also said that Chris- 
tian has made the threat that he 
would be even with his more fortun- 
ate brothers even though he lay 
things in ashes. 
Shortly after the 


fire blood hounds were taken to Echo 
and they persisted in running to the 
tiome of Christian Graft, the man now 
accused by his brother's confession. 


"No arrest^ave been made as yet, 


but the mill oVners are reported as 
getting everything in readiness to 
give the case a thorough test.''

HOUSE BURNS. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Peb. 12.—Nearly 
he entire plant of the 
Rochester 


Tumbler works of the National Glass 
Company, the largest and finest in 
he world, located at Rochester, Pa., 
was destroyed by a fire that started 
about 
midnight. The loss will 


amount to about $500,000 and is be- 
ieved to be covered by insurance. 
An area of 300 by 1,500 feet was 
Burned over and the greatest depart- 
ments in the works destroyed. 


The fire was discovered in the 
ooper shop by the watchman and 
quickly spread to the warehouses, 
mould rooms, and from there to the 
main factory. The main factory was 


building 300 by 500 feet and con- 
ained the pressed-ware -department. 
In all eight buildings were burned 


and the only portions of the plant 
eft standing are the punch depart- 
ment and the blown warehouse. An 
>verlieated furnace is believed to 
have started the fire. 


The Rochester Tumbler works had 


a capacity of 85,000 dozen tumblers 


week. The plant covered an area 
: fifteen acres. 
When seen today H. C. Frlck, pres- 
dent of the National Glass company, 
aid: 
"I am at a loss to know what start- 


ed the fire. Inadequate water pres- 
•«ure retarded the work of the fire- 
men and it was impossible to make 
any great headway by the firemen. 
The burned factory contained five 
urnaces and the upper 
facto-ry, 


which was saved, contained two. I 
annot say much about the insurance 
t this time, but I believe we are 
ully protected. 
Out of a total of 


,300, 600 onen will be rendered idle; 
emporarily, I hope. Whether we 
will rebuild or not I cannot say at 
Ms time. 
"The machinery in the burned fac- 
ory will be hard to replace and the 
same cannot be done except at a great 
3ost. It was of the finest make pos- 
sible, especially to the presses molds, 


c., and was all veiy valuable. 
"There will be no salvage. The 


fire was confined entirely to the fac- 
ory and the planing mills property 
n the vicinity escaped." 


The insurance was1 all placed in 


Pittsburg and covers the entire loss. 


After the fire was well under con- 


;rol there was an explosion near the 
vault containing all the nnoMs and 
patterns and the falling walls crush- 
ed them. It is thought the loss on 
these will be total. 


Myron L, Case said immediate ar- 


'angeonents would be made to fill all 
orders by placing 
them in other 


plants of the National Glass com- 
pany. 


The company, he said, would take 


care of the employes who were thrown 
out of work by the fire, 


The plant will probably be rebuilt, 


but nothing definite will be known 
until the officials meet.

as follows: South on Oakley to De- 
Wald, west on DeWald to lot 37, 
Bond's second addition; thence south 
through lots 37 and 52 to the corner 
of 
Creighton 
avenue and 
South 


Wayne avenue; thence south on South 
Wayne avenue to Organ avenue; 
thence west to Broadway; thence 
north to Grace avenue; thence east to 
Fox avenue, and south on Fox to Tay- 
lor street. There was another peti- 
tion, signed by forty-six residents of 
Fairfleld avenue, asking that the line 
begin instead from the corner of 
Fairlield avenue and Taylor street, 
south to Organ avenue and then over 
the remainder of the route described. 


Messrs. Townsend and Miller, of 


the Southwestern company, and their 
attorney, N. D. Doughman, were pres- 
ent and asked that the franchise be 
granted. 
The board assured them 


that the matter would be taken up 
immediately with the council com- 
mittee on franchises and that the con- 
sideration of the petition and the fix- 
ing of the conditions shall be expe- 
dited. It is probable that the same 
clause relating to the passing of the 
franchise of any company to the Fort 
Wayne Traction company will be in- 
serted in all contracts hereafter made 
with the Southwestern or any other 
company. 


Several residents of Huffman street 


also asked that the Fort 
Wayne 


Traction company be granted a fran- 
chise to extend its line along that 
street to Franklin avenue* As the 
Traction company was not represent- 
ed before the board the matter was 
referred to that corporation for proper 
presentation.
